Then comes the 
dimt and the sand storm and the accie- 
tions from outside of our atmospheie. 
Troy is two hundred feet undei ground, 
and it took three thousand years to cover 
it with so much soil, but the eartli-woim 
is the great sexton who buries the mon- 
uments ot the past out of Bight Yet this 
wriggling, loathsome creature is one of 
the most degraded and imperfect organ 
isms known to naturalists. It has no 
brain, no oigans of vision, cannot hear, 
and has no sense of smell. It has a 
ceitain amount of intelligence, and 
knows enough to get out of the sunlight 
But notwithstanding its deficiencies, it is 
the greatest benefactor not only to man 
but to the other superior animals 
It 


may comfort fishermen to know that the 
worm they use in angling has but little 
nervous sensibility, and cannot be said 
to suffoi pain when impaled on the fish- 
hook. It will not do hertaltei to despise 
the worm, for, as a London paper well 
says, "It, fiom this time loith, will wear 
the blue nbbon of science.'

Morton on the 6th instant, and ] 
have just received from him a reply 
by cable to the following effect: 


"The Minister stated he has nevei 


at any time been associated with any 
business transactions, needing or ex 
peeling the intervention of the Unitei 
States. In the ordinary course o: 
their business, Morton, Bliss & Co. 
hud entered into a contract simply 
for the receipt of nitrates and guano 
sent to this country and the States 
thereof, and that the transactions 
were of the same class of business as 
Imd been carried on by Hits firm foi 
many years. All the preliminaries 
of the agreements were made by 
George Bliss during Morton's ab 
sence and before his departure fo: 
his present post. Bliss will be happj 
if desired by the committee to furn 
ish all details of transactions as fai 
as Suarez or Randall, who are saic 
to have been agents of Credit Indus 
triale, arc concerned, Mr. Morton 
has had no communication with eith 
or of them; does not know them per 
sonally; neither does ho know any 
thing of any dealings they or eithei 
of them may have had with the Grov 
ernment of the United States, Peru 
Chili or Credit Indnstriale.

SPRINGFIELD, March 17.—Since the 


adoption by the state board of rail- 
road and warehouse commissioners 
of the present schedule of rates on 
the different railroads in Illinois, 
there have been many cpmplaints. 
chiefly by manufacturers and large 
shippers of general 
merchandise, 


who alleged that the schedule had 
increased the rates ou their ship- 
ments, and that the railroads had 
made a rule of charging the maximum 
figure. These complaints have been 
under consideration by the commis- 
sioners for some time, and to-day 
they completed a revision in the 
classification in the schedule. Under 
this revision certain classes of goods 


are taken out of the classes under 
which they were before rated, and 
put in others under which the rates 
lire lower. The number of individu- 
al articles so changed is too large for 
enumeration, and can only be known 
when the revised classification is pro- 
mulgated. 
The five miles haul, the 


shortest in the schedule, is changed 
by the addition of two items, the 
first of them a haul of two miles or 
less at 25 per cent, of the charge for 
five miles, and the other a haul of 
over two miles and not over four at 
40 per cent, of the five miles charge. 
The two new short haul items include 
all freights except soft coal, on which 
the charge will be 25 and 40 cents a 
ton, respectively, for each of the 
shortest haul. As some days must 
elapse before the schedule can be 
printed, &c., it will not take effect 
before the 10th of April.

The gentleman's address 
touched upon about all points connected 
with England's oppression of the Irish 
people, and portrayed the condition of 
the people of the Emerald Isle in many 
phases. In closing one of his paragraphs, 
Mr. Graham declared in emphatic words: 
"Let Ireland get what she can from the 
English government, and get it when and 
liow she may, but the Irish race every- 
where will never be satisfied until they 
have gained their complete and absolute 
independence." In conclusion the gen- 
tleman alluded to the systematic course 
of England in enforcing ignorance upon 
:hc Irish people, which he denounced in 
:he strongest language coupled with cx- 
iressions of vengeance which were loudly 
cheered. Before taking his seat, Mr. Gra- 
inin spoke gracefully of the patron saint 
of the Irish people, St. Patrick, and pic- 
nred a bright future of freedom and in- 
elligence for the inhabitants of the Em- 
aid Isle.

We 
re happy here; but while education- 
1 advantages are denied us in Ircland| 
fe thank God we have Irishmen capable 
f expressing intelligently and forcibly 
ae opinions and feelings that till the 
eads and hearts of their countrymen, 
'en years ago the speaker lived in Ire- 
and. Then England was a tyrant and a 
obber, just what she is to-day. Some 
rish people have called the robber "His- 
er England." Don't do it any more. 
3reat applause]. While you live she 
•ill grasp urn by the hand with her left 
nd rob and stab you with her right hand. 
Let me hear no Irishmen call her Sister 
iuglaud any more!" Unity in America 
nd in Ireland is the watchword for the 
rish people, and public opinion rightly 
imedwill give us our freedom and rights. 
The gentleman spoke quite feelingly 


nd awakened an enthusiasm that was 
nfectiouH.

Ireland cannot go 
forth to battle. Her people are to-day 
oppressed by coercion laws, backed up by 
thousands of English bayonets, and Ire- 
land can't obtain her rights by physical 
force, though no one can deny their right 
to fight,

Where overseers of highways or 
pathmosters have received or paid out 
public funds, they too, are required to 
make publication, the same as treasurers 
of highway commissioners. The supervi- 
sors and treasurers of highways are re- 
quired to make publication immediately 
after the meeting of the town auditors, 
which occurs this year on the 28th day of 
March, and the school treasurers are re- 
quired to publish their statement imme- 
diately after the April meeting of the 
board of trustees.
